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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 9 line 2, "the first end" has been replaced with -a first end-.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose, singly or in combination, a coiled tubing 
connector as claimed in detail in claim 1 or a method of making a coiled tubing 
connector as claimed in detail in claim 7. 

The closest prior art is Sas-Jaworsky (US 5,988,702). 

Regarding claim 1 , Sas-Jaworsky fails to teach or fairly suggest at least one 
arcuate segment defining a protuberance extending radially from an inner surface 
thereof, wherein each protuberance is engageable with a corresponding circuferentially 
extending recess in the coiled tubing. 

Regarding claim 7, Sas-Jaworsky fails to teach or fairly suggest forming at least 
one circumferentially extending recess in an outer surface of a length of unwound coiled 
tubing, and placing one or more arcuate segments of a split ring on the outer surface of 
the coiled tubing to cause a protuberance extending radially from an inner surface of at 
least one said arcuate segment to engage the circumferentially extending recess.
